Since its early years the Ordnance Survey has been concerned 
with investigating, recording and surveying the archaeology of 
the country. This work is aimed at ensuring that archaeological 
features are shown correcdy on the standard maps, but over the 
years it has been possible to collate and categorise the informa¬ 
tion and publish it in the form of special archaeological and 
historical maps. These maps with their explanatory texts have 
made a valuable contribution to the knowledge of the country’s 
past in the periods and subjects which have been covered in 
the series.

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FOREWORD 


In 1951 a special map was issued by the Ordnance Survey for the use of 
visitors in the Festival Year who wished to visit the principal visible archae¬ 
ological monuments in Great Britain older than a.d. 1066. 

This has proved popular for general use and a second edition is now 
necessary to incorporate the experience of the last fifteen years. The principles 
on which it has been compiled are broadly the same, but there are now many 
additions to the original assemblage and the opportunity has been taken to 
make some corrections and to include some re-assessments of the age of 
various monuments. 

The map is supported by an alphabetical list which gives a few details 
about each site, the number of the one-inch Ordnance Survey map on which 
it will be found, and its full National Grid reference for more precise position¬ 
ing. Modern topographical detail appears as a faint background to the map, 
but it is not expected that this will be of more than general use in planning 
visits to sites and in noting their distribution through the country. All these 
sites and monuments appear on the one-inch Ordnance Survey maps on 
which the local topography and the approach to the sites can be seen in 
greater detail. 

The compilation of this map has been undertaken by the Archaeology 
Division of the Ordnance Survey with the help and advice of the Royal 
Commissions on Ancient and Historical Monuments in England, Scotland 
and Wales and many private scholars in all parts of the country. The Ordnance 
Survey wishes to express its appreciation of their willing help.

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INTRODUCTION 


This is the second edition of a map first produced in 1951 as a guide to the 
geographical distribution and general character of the principal visible 
antiquities of Great Britain which are not later in date than the nth century 
A.D. 

It is not primarily a map for archaeologists, and it certainly does not 
aim at presenting total distributions, but is designed to make it easy for the 
ordinary interested traveller to find his way to the sites most worth visiting. 
The modern topographical detail which lies behind the archaeological over- 
print is intended to help him in the general planning of his journeys, but the 
one-inch map should be used for actual visits to sites. Thus each item in the 
Index has a reference to the one-inch sheet on which it may be found, together 
with its National Grid reference for precise identification. 

Principles of Selection 

The first consideration has been that for inclusion on the map a monument 
must be visible. In general the best-preserved examples have been chosen, 
but a few others have been included because of their fame in science or 
tradition. 

No account has been taken of accessibility. In outlying regions there are 
interesting sites which are hard to reach, particularly in the north and west 
of Scotland, but this has not been regarded as a valid reason for their ex¬ 
clusion. A few well-known monuments have been omitted because they are 
on land which is definitely closed to the public, but the appearance of a site 
on this map is no evidence for the existence of a right of way to it. Monuments 
which are in the care of the Department of the Environment or are other¬ 
wise deliberately made available for inspection are marked with an asterisk 
in the index; in all other cases the visitor should satisfy himself that the 
land-owner or tenant has no objection to his intrusion. 

Classification 

On the map and in the Index sites have been classified by the “ages” to 
which they are currendy assigned. These “ages” are not chronological periods 
in the strict sense, in that the transition from one to the other was a slow 
and long drawn out process, occurring earlier in some parts of the country 
than in others, but it may be useful to indicate their approximate time-spans 
and the types of monument that are ascribed to each:— 

1 Palaeolithic, or Old Stone Age (from perhaps 500,000 b.c.) 

For climatic reasons remains of this period are not found further north 

than Yorkshire, so that this sheet of the map is not affected. 










2 Mesolithic, or Middle Stone Age (from perhaps 20,000 b.c.) 

In the later part of this period groups of hunters and fishers spread into 
Northern Britain and numerous tools of stone, bone and antler have been 
found along streams, on raised beaches and, as at Oban, in caves. No site, 
however, is sufficiently notable for inclusion on this sheet. 

3 Neolithic, or New Stone Age (locally from about 3500 b.c.) 

In this period settled life became established in Northern Britain and 
both agriculture and stock raising were practised. The monuments include 
settlements, of which the best known is at Skara Brae, a possible temple at 
Stanydale, and numerous chambered cairns containing elaborate passages 
and burial vaults in which the remains of the dead were deposited on 
successive occasions. The best-preserved and most sophisticated example 
of these is Maes Howe in Orkney. Where the cairn itself has been removed, 
leaving the megalithic burial vault exposed, the monument is listed as a 
burial chamber. 

4 Bronze Age (locally from about 2000 b.c.) 

Little is known of habitation sites in this period, but round cairns, usually 
covering a burial in a closed cist (as opposed to a chamber) are numerous, 
and several of the more outstanding examples are included. The most 
impressive monuments, however, are of a religious character, including 
stone rows, stone circles, and single standing stones, and also the ritual enclosures 
known as henges, which first appear in the transition from the Neolithic to 
the Bronze Age. The enigmatic cup-and-ring marks incised on rocks are also 
attributed to the Bronze Age. 

5 Iron Age (locally from about 630 b.c.) 

Monuments of this period consist mainly of fortifications, including large 
and small forts (some of them vitrified), stone-built duns and the remarkable 
broch towers which are peculiar to Scotland and of which a partially ruined 
example is illustrated on the cover. Some undefended settlements, of a type 
which replaced some of the southern forts under Roman influence, are 
also shown, and some of the distinctive wheel-houses which succeeded the 
northern brochs. To this period also are attributed the majority of the 
underground structures known as earth-houses or souterrains, and the 
specialised wags of the north, which combine features of both earth-houses 
and wheel-houses. 

6 Roman Period (locally from a.d. 51) 

The date given is that of Rome’s first dealings with the Brigantes of 
Northern England, whose great fortification at Stanwick is shown on the 
map. Effectively, Roman influence dates from the campaigns of Agricola, 
culminating in the (unlocated) battle of Mons Graupius in a.d. 84. From 
then on the area affected by Roman rule fluctuated, until the boundary 
was finally fixed at Hadrian’s Wall in the third century, with a system of 
protected states to the north of it. Roman temporary camps have been 
located by aerial photography as far north as Banffshire, but the most 
northerly example sufficiently well preserved to be shown is Raedykes. 
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More permanent works include Agricola’s legionary fortress at Inchtuthil, 
several forts built to house auxiliary units, fortlets or patrol posts for 
smaller detachments, some well-preserved stretches of road, and three 
frontier works. These are Cleaven Dyke in Perthshire, consisting of a simple 
bank and ditch, the Antonine Wall from Forth to Clyde (mostly in a poor 
state of preservation) and, most impressive of all, Hadrian’s Wall and 
its associated works — the best-preserved frontier work of the whole 
Roman Empire. 

7 Dark Ages (approximately from the 5 th to the 1 ith century a.d.) 

Even before the collapse of the provinces to the south, Roman influence 
on Scotland had been slight and many of the types of structure listed under 
the Iron Age continued in use well into the Dark Ages. The only fortifi¬ 
cations classified under this period are those, like Dunadd and Dundurn, 
which we know for certain, from literary as much as from archaeological 
sources, to belong to it. Most of the monuments shown consist of carved 
stones and here two factors may be distinguished — the early Christian 
influence, deriving from the missions first of St. Ninian from Whithorn, 
later of St. Columbafrom Iona, St. Moluag from Lismore and St. Maelrubha 
from Applecross,- and represented mainly by cross slabs; and the native 
Pictish art, represented by symbol stones, centred to the north-east and only 
becoming Christian in its later phases. Few early Celtic Christian buildings 
survive, because their traces are often obscured, as at Iona, by later develop¬ 
ment on the same site, but two probable examples are shown, at Kingarth 
in Bute and at Chapel Finian in Wigtownshire; Northern England is more 
fortunate with several surviving Saxon churches. On the secular side the 
period includes the Viking settlements at Brough of Birsay and Jarlshof 
and the two round towers of Irish type at Brechin and Abernethy, the 
latest monuments to be shown on the map.
